NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 3rd November, 1995 

S.O. 873(E).—Whereas the Central Government 
directed the Registration Committee to investi¬ 
gate as to whether the continued use of certain in¬ 
secticides in India Would involve such risks to 
human being or animals as to render it expedient 
or necessary to take immediate action; 

And whereas the Registration Comnititee c6n- 
stituted a Pesticides Review Sub-Committee to 
undertake the requisite investigations and submit 
its report to the Registration Committee, 

And whereas the Registration Con:mittce on 
receipt of the report of the said Pesticide.? Review 
Sub-Committee deliberated it in its 142nd meeting 
held on 8-12-1993 and forwarded its report to the 
Central Government with its recommendation; 

" And whereas the Central Government after con¬ 
sidering the report of the said Pesticifl^'s Re\iew 
Spb-Conimittee as also the recommendation of 
the Registration Committee thereto is satisfied that 
the use of Copper acetoarsenite. Ethyl Mercury 
Chloride, Sodium Methanearsonate (MSMA). 
Calcium Cyanide and Menazon are likely to in¬ 
volve health hazards to human beings, animals and 
environment; 
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And whereas the Central Governmeiit la ex¬ 
ercise of the powers conferred by sub-section ( 2 ) 
of section 27 of the Insecticides Act, 1968 (46 of 
1968) published draft notification at pages 1 to 2 
of the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, 
Section 3, Sub-Sectoin (ii) dated the 8th June, 
1995 under the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Agriculture (Department 
of Agriculture and Cooperation) No. S.O. 507(E), 
dated the 8th June, 1995 inviting objections and 
suggestions from all persons likely to be affected 
thereby before the expiry of forty five days from 
the date on which the copies of the Official Gazette 
containing the said notification were made avail¬ 
able to the public; 

And whereas copies of the said Gazette were 
made available to the public on 3rd July, 1995; 

And whereas no objection and suggestion have 
been received from the public on the said draft ferr 
•consideration of the Central Govern men t; 

Now, tlierefore, in exercise of the po.vers confer¬ 
red by sub-section (2) of section 27 of the said 
Act, the Central Government hereby passes the 
following orders, namely :— 

(i) the manufacture, import and .ise of Cop¬ 
per acetoarsenite Ethyl Mercuiy Chlo¬ 
ride, Sodium Methanearsonate (MSMA) 
Calcium Cyanide and Menazon. shall 
be prohibited in India; 

(ii) the Registration Certificates issued by the 
Registration Committee to various per¬ 
sons under Section 9 of the said Act in 
respect of the said insecticides shall be 
deemed to have been cancelled and the 
validity of the manufacturing licences 
issued to them by the Licensing Officers 
shall stand expired. 
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
